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coilaborativeiy  on  reducing  excess  nitrogen  and  phosphorus  in  the  MARB  and  to  reduce  the  size  of  the 
hypoxic  zone  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Members  of  the  HTF  include  five  federal  agencies  and  12  states 
bordering  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  rivers.  The  National  Tribal  Water  Council  represents  tribal  interests  on 
the  HTF.  EPA  is  the  HTF  federal  co-chair;  the  position  of  state  co-chair,  established  in  2010,  rotates 
among  the  state  members.  Iowa  is  the  current  state  co-chair.  Senior  staff,  who  meet  as  the  Coordinating 
Committee,  support  HTF  members.  More  information  about  the  HTF  is  available  at:

»»»>  To  remediate  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  hypoxic  zone,  the  states  and  federal  agencies  that  comprise 
the  Mississippi  River/Gulf  of  Mexico  Watershed  Nutrient  Task  Force  (Hypoxia  Task  Force  or  HTF) 
continue  to  work  coilaborativeiy  to  implement  the  Gulf  Hypoxia  Action  Plan  2008.  HTF  states  have 
developed  state  nutrient  reduction  strategies  called  for  by  the  2008  Action  Plan,  and  these  key  strategies 
for  reaching  the  nutrient  reduction  goals  are  posted  at 

http://water.epa.gov/type/watersheds/named/msbasin/nutrient_strategies.cfm.  The  federal  members  of 
the  HTF  developed  a unified  federal  strategy  to  guide  assistance  to  states  and  continued  science  support.
